DDICKS AND HIS'N. 

Information comes from Phila- 
deiphia to the effect that J. Edward 
Addicks, who has been for many years 
a chronic candidate for a seat in the 
United States Senate from Delaware, 
has announced that he will no longer 
be an aspirant for that honor; also 
that he is in favor of electing Col. 
Henry A. Dupont of Wilmington to the 
vacant seat in the Senate. Addicks is 
quoted as saying that there will be a 
call for a special session of the Dela- 
ware Legislature within a few days, 
that a Senator will be promptly 
elected, and that Col. Dupont will be 
the man chosen. |

HIPPERS GAIN LITTLE. 

It is claimed that the so-called 
Allison amendment to the railroad 
rate bill, which passed the Senate on 
Friday, will virtually defeat the origi- 
nal purposes of the measure if the 
latter should become a law. The 
amendment provides that any United 
States Circuit Court where the cases 
are heard may “enjoin, set aside, an- 
nul or suspend” the order of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, pending 
the litigation which may be brought 
to vacave the ordér of the commission. 
This opens wide the door leading to 
interminable litigation, and practically 
leaves the authority of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission where it has 
been for years. Under this amendment 
the railroads would have it easily 
within their power to defeat the very 
objects for which the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission was established, 
and they wauld not hesitate to take 
advantage of the situation. The com- 
mission can specify a rate; but cannot 
put it into operation, for the carriers, 
by appeal to any Circuit Court of 
competent jurisdiction, can have the 
new rate suspended until it shall have 
run its course through the courts; and 
this course can be made to er-

Under the provisions of ‘the Hepburn 
bill as it came from the House, an or- 
der or finding of the commission 
could not be suspended, but remained 
in force pending litigation. This pro- 
vision took away all inducement for

than to delay them. 

And so we face the same old issue, 
which made rate legislation an eco 
nomic necessity. It is the issue that led 
to the framing of the Esch-Townsend 
bill, which was killed by the Senate. 
It brougnt the Hepburn bill into exis- 
tence, and that has now apparently 
been knifed by Senator Allison with 
the collaboration of a large majority 
of his colleagues, although the obse- 
quies have not yet been celebrated. 

The essence of rate legislation is 
tained in the question whether a 
rate fixed by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission shall go into effect imme- 
diately, or shall not go into effect until 
it has been passed upon by the courts 
of review. The Allison amendment 
provides for court review first. This 
leaves the shippers practically where 
they now stand, and makes of the In- 
terstate Commission a nondescript 
tribunal, with power to determine 
what rate is right, but with no way to 
enforce its decrees. As far as rate- 
making goes, it has no more power 
than a baseball league. 


OS ANGELES’ STEADY GROWTH. 
The words used in the head to 
this article fall far short of expressing 
the full truth. It should really read, 
“Los Angeles’ unparalleled growth.” 
And there is another too narrow. limi- 
tation in both these phrases. The 
head should read, “The unparalleled 
growth of Southern California.” It is 
not putting the matter too emphatical- 
ly to say that no parallel case of 
growth is discoverable. No careful 
reader of the real estate department 
of The Times Sunday after Sunday for 
the last three or four years, and 
particularly during the past five 
months of the current year, will for a 
moment doubt the exactness of this 
statement. 
When the census was taken six 
years ago the city of Los Angeles had a 
population of 102,000 souls. The recent 
school census taken gives us a popu- 
lation of little if any short of 230,000. 
That is, in six years the population 
has grown about 130 per cent. In the 
national census year the city of Los 
Angeles stood thirty-sixth among all 
the cities of the United States. Mak- 
ing no allowance for growth in other 
cities of the same class in six years, 
the city would now stand seventeenth. 
It is of course quite probable that 
three or four of the cities which ran 
in population as high as 200,000 in 
1900 have by this time passed the 
230,000 mark. Minneapolis is prob- 
ably one such city and Louisville, Ky., 
is another. Jersey City is at just 
about that point, but Indianapolis falls 
considerably behind, while Kansas 
City moves up ahead. Los Angeles 
stands about twehtieth, showing that 
in the six years we have moved up 
seventeen points toward ranking with 
cities of the very first class: 
The cncouraging point about this 
wonderful growth of Los Angeles— 
let it be remarked again that the 
city is only taken for convenience’s 
sake as the best exponent of what is 
going on all over Southern California 
—is that the increase in population, 
the activity in real estate, and the 
building of homes necessary to house 
this rapidly increasing population, are 
steadily maintained. The five months 
of the current year show the largest 
activity of any similar period in the 
history of the city. For example, the 
in the 


known. amounting to $2,165,000 in 
round numbers. In April the permits 
ran a little over $2,000,000, being an 
increase of more than $300,000 over 
the corresponding week in 1905. The 
city, which ranks about twentieth in 
population at the present time, ranks 
about fifth or sixth in the amount of 
money going into new buildings, tak- 


ing one month with another, during 


the current year. For example, of 
over fifty cities in the United States 
reporting building progress for the 
month of April, only five make a bet- 
ter record than Los Angeles, counting 
Greater ew York as a single city, 
and of these five Washington, D. C., 
barely keeps ahead of our own city. 
The month of May manifests a 
slight falling off in the building rec- 
ord, although there has been none in 
the average transfers of real estate 
recorded day by day. It was scarcely 
to be expected that the new records 
established during March and April 
would be maintained indefinitely 
throughout the year. The records for 
January and February ran to the 
$1,500,000 point and beyond and it 
was quite to be expected that there 
would we some let-up in May. During 
the months of great activity just re- 
ferred to, permits were taken out for 
the construction of as many as ten 
business buildings of from six to ten 
stories each at a cost of from $300,000 
to $900,000 each. On Broadway and 
Spring streets, between the corners of 
Fifth and of Bighth streets, there are 
half a dozen foundations being pre- 
pared at the present time for the erec- 
tion of these great steel frame or re- 
inforced concrete skyscrapers. There 
are plans now in the hands of the 
architects for at least four more 
uch buildings. There are at least 
half a dozen other business blocks of 
somewhat less magnitude but of from 
four to six stories and costing $60,000

avenue. To sum up, there are being 
put up in this city, or about to be be- 
gun, a full score of magnificently con- 
structed buildings of from 50 to 200

000 to $900,000 for each building. The 
largest cities of the country, not ex 
cepting New York and Brooklyn, can

“The first essential,” declared the for- 
mer Premier, “is the restoration of or- 
der.” 
Tunis superlative fact must be recog- 
nized throughout Russia before any 
substantial progress can be made to- 
ward the establishment of any kind of 
government save the government of 
force. As President McKinley refused 
to treat with armed rebels in the 
Philippines, so must the t ruler 
of Russia refuse to accede all the 
demands of the radicals and revolu- 
tionists. To do so would be to de- 
stroy the government—and this is pre- 
cisely what the radicals and revolu- 
tionists are aiming at. The govern- 
ment cannot safely treat with these 
revolutionary forces so long as they 
come with clubs in their hands and 
with threats of violence on their 
tongues. A base surrender, under fire, 
would excite con 
among his sub „ and there would 
be no limit to the concessions which 
he would be called upon to make in 
order to “keep peace in the family.” 

It has been shown, in all the stormy 
events through which Russia has 
passed during the past two years, that 
there is in the empire a strong con- 
servative element in favor of peace, 
good government, and . moderation. 
The principal trouble in Russia, ag in 
other nations, is with the rabid ele- 
ments—anafchisis, extreme Socialists, 
and those of their ilk—whose aims are 
wholly destructive, and who have no 
definite nor ideas in the line 
of constructive government. These 
people have nothing to lose by revolu- 
tion, and so they desire revolution in 
the hope that they may profit by it in 
some way not clearly defined, perhaps, 
in their own minds. If the beginnings 
of liberty are to be stifled in Russia, 
it will be because of the rash and reck- 
less machinatiens of these extremists, 
who do not know the true menning 
of patriotism. and whose motives are 
selfish purely—or, rather, impurely. 

While the Czar is now inclined to 
meet his people half way in all rea- 
sonable concessions which make for 
greater freedom, he is apt to be 
balked in this wise and laudable pur- 
pose by the inordinate demands of 
these revolutionary destructionists, All 
unreasonable and impossible demands 
tend toward reaction. The great con- 
servative classes, who are the true and 
loyal friends of Russia, will not sup- 
port the radical schemes of revolution 
which the “reds” are seeking to force 
upon the country. If the Czar will 
trust these conservative and orderly 
elements, and will coijperate with them 
for the betterment of Russia, order 
may yet be brought out of chaos, and 
the great problems of government 
may be solved as they ought to be 
solved. 

Between the wide extremes of gov- 
ernment by the mob and government 
by absolutism, the choice is plainly on 
the side of absolutism. But there is 
a golden mean between these two un- 
wholesome extremes—gover t 
constitutional limitations—and tow 
this end the better elements of 
tional life in Russia are striving. The 
menace .lies between the reactionists 
on the one hand and the blind hyster- 
ics of the “reds” on the other.
